OUR 56TH YEAR 
Court 
Plan 
Drafted 


JEFFERSON CITY (AP) — 
Robert M. White II of Mexico 
presented a preliminary draft 
today of a plan drawn by a spe­ 
cial committee of the 125-mem­ 
ber citizens conference 
for 
the entire court system. 
The plan, known as the Mis­ 
souri 
plan 
of 
nonpartisan 
courts, simply extends 
the 
original non-political 
plan of 
setting up courts for the en­ 
tire court system. 
In addition, it would do away 
with magistrate, probate and 
municipal and police courts and 
replace them with a new dis­ 
trict court system. 
There would be one district 
court in each county with divi­ 
sions if necessary in larger 
counties, or two or more coun­ 
ties if the Missouri Supreme 
Court says so. 
Appeal from the district court 
would have to be taken to one 
of four appellate courts — one 
more than at present. 
In other words, if you are 
convicted of running a stop sign 
in district court and want to ap­ 
peal the case it would have to 
be taken to one of four appel­ 
late courts, to be located in Jef­ 
ferson City, Kansas City, St. 
Louis and Springfield. 
Circuit courts would be re­ 
tained and have original juris­ 
diction except where the Su­ 
preme Court puts jurisdiction in 
the district court. 
The citizens’ conference was 
held in October, 1965 with 125 
representatives 
from every 
county in the state. They ap­ 
pointed a 17-member steering 
group to go to work on the 
problem of overhauling Missou­ 
ri’s court system. 
Now that the original plan 
has been prepared the steering 
group plans to call a meeting 
of the original conference and 
present the plan. 
If the conference agrees the 
committee will recommend the 
plan to the present legislature. 
White said he hopes they can 
do this by March 4, but he add­ 
ed this remains to be seen, be­ 
cause the 125-member confer­ 
ence group has not seen the 
original draft yet. 
When asked why they thought 
going through the legislature 
would be preferable to a refer­ 
endum of the people amending 
the constitution, White said he 
is confident 
the conference 
would go ahead on a referen­ 
dum if the legislature does not 
act. 
He added the committee is 
hopeful something can be done 
during the 1967 session. 
“How we can free more 
judges to do a better job” is the 
problem the committee is try­ 
ing to solve, White said.

group of ministers.

ruling said school teachers may 
conduct prayer and Bible read­ 
ing on their own initiative with­ 
out violating the first and 14th 
amendments to the Constitution. 
The ruling reversed the opin­ 
ion handed down last September 
by his predecessor, 
Charles 
Nesbitt, who found the practice 
to be unconstitutional.

Sharon Pate, 
said 
that 
Gerald Sawyer, 18, of 
Rives, has been charged with 
first degree murder. Sawyer 
was previously charged with 
assault with intent to kill prior 
to the bay’s death. 
The Kackley youth was se­ 
verely beaten sometime daring 
the night on Wednesday, Feb. 
15. Sawyer had been babysit- 
ing with the youth and his bro­ 
ther. 
When the parents of the child 
returned home that night they 
noticed he was lying on the 
bed, but thought he 
was 
asleep. It was soon 
dis­ 
covered 
that 
he 
was un­ 
conscious from the beating and 
had been dropped on the floor 
and beaten across 
the head 
with a stick, causing serious 
damage to the brain. 
The mother brought the child 
to the Dunklin County Mem­ 
orial Hospital in Kennett ear­ 
ly 
Thursday 
morning. The 
child was then taken to Pemi­ 
scot County Hospital in Hay­ 
ti by assistant Kennett police 
chief Don Wilson and 
later 
transferred to the 
John 
Gaston 
Hospital 
in Mem­ 
phis. 
Danny had been in critical 
condition from the day he was 
taken to the hospital until yes­ 
terday when he died. He would 
have been dead two or three 
days ago if it hadn’t been for 
a respirator which breathec 
for him, sources said. 
It was previously believed 
by Pemiscot authorities, be­ 
fore Sawyer confessed Satur­ 
day morning that he (Sawyer) 
was the only person involved in 
the beating of the child, that 
someone else was involved. 
Detailed information 
con­ 
cerning a hearing for Sawyer 
will depend on the obtaining of a 
lawyer in his defense and after 
he has been arraigned.

Self-Styled Boston Strangler 
Escapes from Mental Hospital 


BRIDGEWATER, Mass. AF 
— Albert DeSalvo self-styled 
Boston strangler, escaped from 
Bridgewater State Hospital to­ 
day where he has been a mental 
patient for more than two years. 
DeSalvo and two other mental 
patients were reported missing 
about 6:20 a.m., when guards 
discovered their beds were oc­ 
cupied by dummies fashioned 
with blankets. The three were 
in adjacent cells. 
DeSalvo’s companions in the 
sensational escape were identi­ 
fied as Fred E. Erickson, 40, 
Brockton, serving life for mur­ 
der, and George W, Harrison, 
33, Westford, under 15-year 
sentence for armed robbery. 
DeSalvo was described by his 
attorney, F. Lee Bailey, as “a 
completely uncontrollable veg­ 
etable walking around in a hu­ 


man body.” Bailey said DeSalvo 
admitted the sex slayings of 13 
women in eastern ~Massachu- 
setts between June, 1962 and 
January, 1964. 
Bridgewater is a state mental 
institution with a section for 
detention of mentally ill persons 
with criminal records. It is 
some 25 miles south of Boston. 
• State police raced to the hos­ 
pital area with bloodhounds and 
fanned out in a wide search 
through deep snow. Joining the 
hunt for the three dangerous 
escapees were hospital guards 
and local police. 


The searchers followed foot­ 
prints in the snow which led to a 
wall near a staging used in con­ 
struction under way at the hos­ 
pital. 
Police said the men apparent­ 


ly moved the staging to a lower 
section of the wall and climbed 
over the outer wall. 
Hospital Supt. Charles Gau- 
ghan said the men were on the 
second floor of a building which 
also housed elderly and sick 
patients. 
“It appears they used some 
instrument or simulated key to 
open the reinforced wooden cell 
doors,” Gaughan said. 
Gaughan said the trio got out 
of the building down a shaft 
where an elevator is being in­ 
stalled. He said the men appar­ 
ently were wearing hospital 
clothing. 
Gaughan said “it must be un­ 
derstood Bridgewater is not a 
prison. We’re holding murder­ 
ers in a hen coop.” 
Beyond the wall, the police 
search spread out on a house-to- 


house basis through the town of 
Bridgewater with a population 
of some 30,000. 
DeSalvo, 35, was convicted by 
a jury Jan. 18 on charged of rob­ 
bery and attacking four women 
in their suburban Boston homes 
in 1964. 
None of the charges was con­ 
nected with the series of stran- 
glings which terrorized the 
Greater Boston area between 
June 1962 and January 1964, 
but during the trial his attorney, 
F.-Lee Bailey, said DeSalvo 
was responsible for killing 13 
women during the time, 11. of 
them by strangling. 
DeSalvo was sentenced to 10- 
years- plus - life in state pris­ 
on after the conviction, but was 
returned to Bridgewater pend­ 
ing an appeal of the verdict. 


Rusk 
Dispels 
Division 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara, acting with unusual 
Initiative, declared today the 
administration 
is absolutely 
unified in support of the bomb­ 
ing of North Vietnam. 
Specifically, 
the 
Pentagon 
chief said there is no difference 
of opinion between him and 
Secretary of State Dc-'n Rusk 
about the need for American 
air raids on Hanoi’s territory. 
McNamara first called 
re­ 
porters to his office In 
an 
attempt to dispel what he con­ 
sidered an untrue image 
of 
division between himself and 
Rusk. 
Later he read a state­ 
ment before television cameras 
explaining “ the apparent di­ 
vergence of opinion.” 
“ In one sense,” 
McNamara 
said, “ this is amusing to me 
because in looking back over 
two years of recommendations 
to the President on military 
operations in North Vietnam, 
I can't recall a single instance 
when the secretary of state 
and the secretary of defense 
have differed 
on 
bombing 
policy and not a single instance 
when their recommendations 
have differed on 
particular 
bombing targets.”

Long-Range Shelling of Yiet North Begins 


SAIGON (AP) — UJS. head, 
quarters announced today that 
American forces have begun 
shelling North Vietnam with 
long- range artillery based in 
South Vietnam for the first time 
in the war. 
An American military spokes­ 
man said UJ5 artillerymen fired 
into the demilitarized zone and 
north of it with 175mm guns, the 
biggest in Vietnam, which have 
a range of 20 miles. 
The announcement came as 
about 45,000 American troops 
pushed behind tanks through 
jungles of the Communists’war 
Zone C, 70 miles northwest of 
Saigon, in the biggest offensive 
of the war. But they failed to 
find Communist units of any 
size. 
U.S. troops reported killing 19 
Viet Cong so far in the new Op­ 
eration Junction City, and the 
Communists responded with at 
least two mortar shellings of 
American positions. UJS. head­ 
quarters said American casual­ 
ties were light so far.

Convicts 3 of 
Ferrie Death 


War Crimes 
Natural 
MUNICH, Germany (AP) — 
The wartime head of German 
security in Holland and two 
aides were convicted by a Ger­ 
man court today of helping in 
the mass murder of thousands 
of Dutch Jews during World 
War II. They received prison 
terms ranging from five to 15 
years. 
Spectators in the courtroom 
shouted, “ Hang them!” and 
“ Bravo!” as the verdicts were 
announced. Life imprisonment 
is the maximum punishment in 
West Germany. 
Former SS Maj.Gen. Wilhelm 
Harster 62, was found guilty of 
aiding the murder of 82,854 
Jews deported to Nazi extermi­ 
nation camps while he headed 
the security police in Holland 
from 1940 to 1943. He got 15 
years but was given credit for 
nine years already served fora 
Dutch war crimes sentence and 
while awaiting trial in Munich. 
Former 
SS Maj. Wilhelm 
Zoepf, 58, was implicated in 54,- 
982 murders as a security po­ 
lice adviser on Jewish 
af­ 
fairs. He got nine years. Ger­ 
trud SLottke, 64, ZoepPs sec­ 
retary, was convicted of help­ 
ing in 42,729 murders 
and 
was given five years. Their 
pretrial imprisonment 
also 
will be deducted. 
One of the Jews hunted under 
Harster was Anne Frank, the 
girl whose diary oilier family’s 
two years of hiding in an Am­ 
sterdam attic became a world­ 
wide best-seller after the war. 
The Franks were discovered 
after Harster had left Holland 
and Anne, her mother, and sis­ 
ter died in concentration camps. 
Anne's father, Otto Frank, 
survived and was a coplaintiff 
against Zoepf. He was repre­ 
sented at the trial by attorney 
Robert M.W. Kempner, former 
deputy chief UJS. counsel at the 
international war crimes tribu­ 
nal. 
Harster was director of the 
community financing in the up­ 
per Bavarian provincial govern­ 
ment until he retired four years 
ago. Zoepf was a jurist. 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) - Coro­ 
ner Nicholas Chetta 
said to­ 
day a chemical analysis of the 
body of David W. Ferrie showed 
he had died of natural causes. 
“ There is no indication what­ 
soever of suicide or murder,” 
the Orleans Parish coroner 
said. 
A ruptured artery in the 
brain was the cause of death, 
he said. 
Ferrie, a pilot, was 
found 
dead in bed Wednesday. He was 
a central figure in Dist. Atty. 
Jim Garrison’s current inves­ 
tigation into the assassination 
of President John F. Kennedy. 
Garrison had termed Ferrie's 
death apparent suicide. 
A chemical analysis of Fer­ 
rie's blood, urine and skin was 
negative for the presence of 
alcohol, 
drugs 
and poison, 
Chetta said. 
Chetta disclosed he had been 
contacted by a physician who 
had treated Ferrie. 
“ This doctor told me he had 
treated Mr. Ferrie for high 
blood pressure and recently 
for a gasto-intestinal distur­ 
bance,” Chetta said. 
“ The 
doctor said he found Ferrie 
unduly disturbed and depressed 
and said Ferrie spoke 
about 
suicide. 
“ The doctor also said Ferrie 
was determined to sue Dist. 
Atty. Jim Garrison for a large 
sum of money. 
I believe the 
figure 
was something 
like 
$500,000.

First Class Mail 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Failure 
of the Post Office Department 
to use excess cargo space avail­ 
able on airlines for the trans­ 
portation of first class mail was 
criticized today by Sen. A. S. 
Mike Monroney, D-Olda. 
He said a drastic increase in 
the airlift for first class mail 
should be undertaken by the de­ 
partment in advance of Con­ 
gressional consideration of a 
postal rate increase. He is 
chairman of the Senate Post Of­ 
fice Committee. 
“If we are going to increase 
the price of a first class stamp 
by 20 per cent,” he said, “ Then 
the public is entitled to a sim­ 
ilar percentage increase 
in 
service.” 
Monroney said he “ strongly 
advocated” that some of the 
$500 million in additional rev­ 
enue from the proposed in­ 
crease “be used to pay the cost 
of airlifting first class mall be­ 
tween major centers.” 
Postmaster General Lawrence 
F. O’Brien said he welcomed 
Monroney's suggestion. He said 
it would add to the volume of 
mail given overnight delivery 
and be an “ important step to­ 
ward the department’s goal of 
priority mail service.” 
O'Brien said plans are being 
developed to implement Mon- 
Toney’s recommendation to ex­ 
pand airlift of mail between ma. 
jor Northeast and Middle Atlan­ 
tic cities and the West Coast. 
Monroney, in his statement 
also urged the Civil Aeronautics 
Board “to take a hard and 
skeptical look at the current 
mail rates charged by U. S. air 
carriers for the transportation 
of mail.”

WASHINGTON AT MONMOUTH 
The season of GEORGE WASHINGTON’S birth- 
day this y e a r w a s enlivened a bit by the discovery 
of a long lost painting showing the Father of 
His Country rallying the troops at Monmouth. 
It 
is 
a 
companion piece to the famous 
**Washington Crossing the Delaware** and from 
the 
brush of the same artist, EMANUEL 
LEUTZE. 
It was given to the University of 
California in Berkeley back in 1882 and for half 
a century has been lying wrapped around a 
redwood log in the basement of a gymnasium 
for women. 
The piece is 
dirty, shows water marks at 
various places and would require spending 
thousands of dollars for restoration. The colors 
are still good, but thus far we have heard of 
no decision as to what will eventually be done 
about it. The press dispatches call it a master­ 
piece, but that is a matter of definition 
and 
opinion. It is certainly very large and associa­ 
tion with the much discussed Delaware River 
bit would give it great interest. 
The battle in question was fought near Mon­ 
mouth Court House, Monmouth County, N. J., 
on June 28, 1778. The British commander was 
Sir HENRY CLINTON and CHARLES LEE, a 
soldier of fortune who began his checkered 
career in Great Britain, was in immediate charge 
of American forces. 
LEE was leading 
what 
promised to become a complete rout 
when 
WASHINGTON galloped up, rallied the troops 
and gained a measure of success. 
The tradition is that General WASHINGTON

Abroad, stations are maintained in 
Munich, Woofferton, England, Tangier, Greece, 
Viet Nam, and elsewhere. New plants are being 
installed in Greece, Thailand, and the Philip­ 
pines. 
Transmitters number about 100; the 
weekly audience, about 42 million. 
Television is the biggest problem, for signals 
are limited to an optimim range of 
about 
100 miles. 
So the Voice offers films to tele­ 
vision stations in foreign countries. 
What the United States spends on propaganda 
is, on a relative basis, piddling. 
Lester H. 
Marks, director of U.S.I.A., estimates 
that 
Russia spends “ in excess of a billion dollars** 
annually in various activities aimed abroad. 
The Voice is, of course, only a sixth of the 
overall activities of U.S.I.A., which this fiscal 
year has a budget of about $180 million. The 
Agency operates some 223 libraries in 
84 
countries throughout the world, with a total 
of 2,048,905 volumes. 
Much publicity of late 
has been given to disclosures that some of 
these books have been inspired and subsi­ 
dized, or, as U.S.I.A. likes to say, “developed.** 
Under a reciprocal agreement, the Soviet 
Union prints 
62,000 copies of a 
magazine, 
Soviet Life, to be distributed in the 
United 
States every month, in return for which we 
are allowed to send 62,000 copies of America 
Illustrated to Russia. 
U.S.I.A. also publishes 
the valuable magazine Problems of Com­ 
munism, and other magazines which are sent 
to Poland, Africa, Spanish-speaking countries', 


The emphasis of all these propaganda activities 
is on balanced reporting. 
Marks says;

“ It's going to be very diffi­ 
cult to avoid excessive wage 
increases next year." Those 
are the words of the chairman 
of the President's Council 
of 
Economic Advisors, Mr. Gard­ 
ner Ackley. Mr. Ackley should 
know whereof 
he speaks. As 
advisor to the President and a 
top government economist, his 
views on 
economic 
matters 
have 
far- reaching conse­ 
quences. 
In 1967 wage contracts 
for 
millions of workers in basic 
industries will be up for re­ 
newal and union leaders have 
indicated that they do not in­ 
tend to abide by guidelines in 
presenting 
their 
demands. 
Theoretically, the wage-price 
guidelines, as set by the gov­ 
ernment planners, 
are sup­ 
posed to limit price and wage 
increases to 3,2 per cent a 
year. Ironically, Congress it­ 
self is violating the guideline 
principle 
in 
current 
pro­ 
posals to increase the mini­ 
mum wage. One proposal would 
step up 
the minimum from 


$1.40 
to $1.60 an hour In a 
12-month period. This is an an­ 
nual rate of increase of 14.3 
per cent and would cause an 
across-the-board escalation of 
wages far beyond any pro­ 
posed guidelines. 
Another proposal before Con­ 
gress would step up the mini­ 
mum wage to $1.60 per hour 
over a 24-month period for a 
7.2 per cent annual rate of 
increase -- still far beyond

Finally, 
the most

able of all proposals before 
Congress would Increase the 
minimum 
wage to $1.60 an 
hour over a 36-month period. 
The latter would mean an an­ 
nual rise of 4.8 per cent—still 
substantially in excess of the 
presidential guideline. 
Economic advisors can pro­ 
pose economic rules of con­ 
duct, 
for the country.

These Supreme Court de­ 
cisions provide the guilty with 
more rights than the innocent. 
Their effects are not merely a 
matter for abstract debate on 
niceties of the law. They are not 
to be measured merely in blood­ 
less statistics. They are as real 
and immediate as a bullet in the 
head of an innocent man. 
On December 21, 1966 in 
Baltimore, 
Maryland a 62- 
year-old man, Albert Polland,

armed robbers. One of them 
was arrested later that day and 
charged with murder. 
His 
name was George McChan and 
he had been described by Crimi­ 
nal Court Judge Joseph Car­ 
ter as “ a professional holdup 
man." 
McChan had been serving a 
40-year jail term for a long 
series of armed 
robberies. 
He had been sent to the fed­ 
eral

prision 
at 
Alcatraz.

Alcatraz prison was closed; and 
under the 
Supreme Court’s 
Miranda decision, McChan was 
set free, because his own con­ 
fession to his own crimes had 
been used in evidence against 
him.

— The Inter • American Re­ 
gional Labor Organization — or 
ORIT — which also operates in 
Latin America. Its parent, the 
International Confederation of 
Free Trade Unions is too lib­ 
eral for Lovestone, but ORIT 
takes direction from Lovestone 
and with it takes CIA money. 
NO ACCOUNTING 
Some of these groups have 
done good work in combating 
communist labor influences and 
in spreading free trade union­ 
ism. But the difference be­ 
tween their work and the work 
of Arthur Goldberg with Euro­ 
pean labor during the war was 
that Goldberg’s was openly as­ 
sociated with the OSS, a count­ 
er • intelligence organization, 
while the affiliation between 
organized labor and the CIA is 
highly secret and carried cm 
through dummy foundations. 
Furthermore, there 
is no 
competent committee cm con­ 
gress with knowledge of Amer­ 
ican policy which rides herd on 
the huge expenditure of gov­ 
ernment money to organized 
labor. Thus you frequently find 
Meany and Lovestone follow­ 
ing pedicles directly opposite 
to those of the United States.

The House got a light shower 
of new legislation Thursday in* 
eluding bills to: 
Permit counties or cities to 
issue general 
obligation 
or 
revenue bonds for recreational 
purposes. Now the only financ­ 
ing 
may be done by tax levy. 
Permit cities and towns to 
enact ordinances requiring the 
repair or demolition of unsafe 
buildings. 
Change the constitution 
so 
real estate of persons over 65 
years of age 
may be free of 
taxation if the value is $7,500 
or less. 
Provide for up to five years 
imprisonment for the unauthor­ 
ized possession, use or manu­ 
facture of hallucinatory drugs, 
such as LSD or peyote. 
A sudden sweep of 
snow 
across the state just before the 
House went into session made 
the prospect of driving home 
appear hazardous. So an early 
expense account roll call was 
ordered to permit those who 
had to drive long distances to 
get started right away. 
Consequently, only a relative­ 
ly few minor bills were taken 
up for advancement, including 
ones to:

A CONTINUING MENACE 
Even as virtual civil war rages 
in Red China, liberals in the 
United states are calling for a 
relaxation of military pressure 
against Asian communism and 
are urging that the U.S. grab 
at any straw to obtain “ peace” 
in Viet Nam. 
It is a peculiar 
situation. 
Illogical as their 
arguments 
are, the substance of the liberal 
appeasers’ current position is 
that communism no 
longer 
constitutes a menace. They a s­ 
sert that t^e y.§, has most tp 
gain from a “ hands off policy.” 
This attitude is reminiscent of 
the argument of 15 years ago 
that America should “ let the 
dust settle” in Asia. 
The 
liberals were wrong at the time 
of the Korean War; they are 
equally wrong today in their 
assessment of the realities of 
communism. They 
habitually 
set up straw men so that they 
can knock them down. 
Now it's true that communism 
is different today in 
some 
respects from what it was a 
decade or more ago. 
This is 
only natural as time affects 
everything in life. 
But 
the 
changes in the communist threat 
may increase sharply in the 
next year. 
A fragmented Red China 
is 
in the interest of the 
free, 
capitalist world. If the Chinese 
colossus can be splintered, the 
U.S. will have more options for 
dealing 
with Chinese revolu­ 
tionary attacks against the free 
peoples. But not even upheaval 
in Peking eliminates one of the 
gravest sources of danger to 
the United states; Red china's 
growing nuclear arsenal. The 
Red Guards may be 
causing 
turmoil throughout 
mainland 
China, yet production of Chinese 
atomic bombs continues 
un­ 
hindered. 
Whatever 
faction 
in Red china finally wins out, 
it will have access to the atomic 
weapons 
now being built by 
Chinese scientists. 
Even if the problem of Chinese 
communism were to disappear 
overnight, this would not re­ 
move the danger of the Soviet 
Union. 
Indeed it should 
be 


recognized that any weakening 
of Peking's international posi­ 
tion will produce a fresh wave 
of aggressive actions and su- 
versive warfare from Moscow. 


If the Russians have been some­ 
what inhibited in the last few 
years, it has been because they 
had to concentrate attention on 
their Asian frontiers. 
The Soviets talk of “ peace,” 
but they still think of “ peace” 
in terms of a Russian Com­ 
munist 
victory. 
They 
are 
pushing as hard as ever to re­ 
fuse 
the 
NATO alliance in 
Europe. 
Russian agents again 
are stirring revolutionary cur­ 
rents in Spain, which Stalin at­ 
tempted to capture in the 1930s. 
The Russians are eager to have 
the U.S. Senate ratify the con­ 
sular and space treaties. The 
former would facilitate things 
for Soviet agents in the U.S. 
The space treaty they regard 
as an opportunity to block West 
Germany's 
technical 
and 
scientific 
advance, 
thereby 
costing the West a major ad­ 
vantage. 
The Russians 
also 
rely on strict observance 
of 
the space treaty by the 
U.S. 
while 
they secretly conduct 
space tests of anti-ballistic 
missiles and other war de­ 
vices. 
Russia continues to push hard 
to acquire a bridgehead in the 
Middle East for a deep pene­ 
tration of East, Central and 
Southern Africa. 
They 
are 
building a naval base in the 
small country of Yemen on the 
Red Sea. 
Meanwhile, leftwing 
groups in the United 
states 
continue to mount pressures 
through special interest groups 
to force the U.S. to 
break 
with its true friends in South 
Africa, as the recent incident 
involving the carrier Franklin 
Roosevelt at cape Town made 
crystal clear. 
The Russians 
recognize the importance 
of 
gaining the gold and 
other 
minerals of Southern Africa. 
It is very likely that 
the 
turmoil in Peking will soon be 
reflected in change in 
the 
Communist Party and 
front 
groups in the United states, 


with a hard-line Moscow ele­ 
ment reasserting itself. 
One 
can truly say that the communist 
danger has receded not at all. 
The threat may shift in 
the 
months ahead, but 
communist 
imperialism is a far from ex­ 
hausted 
force 
in the world. 
Realistic Americans 
should 
remind 
their less 
realistic 
countrymen of this fact.

PANAMA (AP) — Paralyzed 
after the bloody anti-American 
riots of 1964, Panama's econo­ 
my has now more than recuper­ 
ated; it's breaking records. 
An air of confidence has grad­ 
ually 
replaced 
uneasiness 
among businessmen, public offi­ 
cials and foreign investors. 
“ An economic boom was inev­ 
itable,'* says one diplomat. “ All 
Panama needed was some polit­ 
ical 
peace and quiet for a 
while.” 
Tourists and foreign business­ 
men pump the slot machines in 
the major hotels, now reporting 
80 per cent average occupancy 
and at least modest profits. 
The shops of Avenida Central 
report record sales of such low- 
duty items as yard goods, ra­ 
dios, cameras ane perfumes, 
the staples of their trade. 
Construction 
permits 
ap­ 
proved last year rose by 50 per 
cent to a high of $22 million, 
much of it financed by returning 
capital frightened away by the 
threat of further violence three 
years ago. 
American, Spanish and Co­ 
lombian banks are opening new 
branches. An oil refinery is ex­ 
panding. Factories are planned 
for textile, iron and steel, and 
cement. Agriculture has im­ 
proved although most food is 
still imported. 
An 
international 
magazine 
company, Time-Life, plans to 
publish Latin-American 
edi­ 
tions here. Panama will also 
be the site of an earth station 
in the communications satellite 
network. 
In the past two years the 
gross 
national 
product 
in­ 


creased by $100 million to a 
high of $670 
million - 
di- 
vided unevenly among the pop­ 
ulation of 1.3 million. 
President Marco A.Robles, a 
tough administrator elected in 
1964, has announced a budget 
surplus for the second straight 
year because of income tax en­ 
forcement. Collections jumped 
16 per cent last year to a high of 
$100 million. 
Helped by $23 million in Al­ 
liance for Progress grants and 
loans in the past year, the Rob­ 
les administration haslaunched 
programs against poverty and 
unemployment.

Perhaps thinking wishfully, 
Moscow commentaries appear 
to foresee ultimate defeat for 
Mao Tse-tung in China.

The bulk of Moscow aid to 
North Vietnam in the form of 
heavy equipment has gone over­ 
land across China. Other aid 
takes the long slow route by 
sea. An airlift would be difficult 
without Chinese cooperation.

Moscow radio quotes a Soviet 
specialist back from Hanoi as 
saying the Chinese place more 
and more obstacles in the way 
of shipping fighter planes, rock­ 
ets and antiaircraft battlers. He 
implied the Chinese were steal­ 
ing much of the materiel. 
“ The Chinese authorities con­ 
stantly inspect weapons and 
war materials and during these 
inspections certain parts of per­ 
fected weapons or the mechan­ 
ism s themselves are often com­ 
pletely lost,” the specialist was 
quoted.

plained; “ Many people still do 
not know what kind cif obstacles 
the Peking rulers are setting up 
to prevent delivery of arma­ 
ments, ammunition, food and 
medicine from the Soviet Union 
to Vietnam. The Chinese are 
holding up freight trains and 
damaging equipment. 
“ The Mao Tse-tung clique is 
trying to insure that the coura­ 
geous struggle of the Vietnam­ 
ese people will not become the 
decisive factor in making Amer­ 
ican imperialism retreat, thus 
bringing about a subsequent 
peaceful settlement of the Viet­ 
nam problem.” 
The Chinese now also demand 
visas for Soviet specialists and 
others accompanying such ship­ 
ments, adding a new burden of 
red tape. 
Another source of Soviet anx­ 
iety to see a break in the Viet­ 
nam impasse may stem from 
sharpening hostility which has 
raised frontier tension. 
The Soviet press pays much 
attention to what is going on in 
China's northern border prov­ 
inces, such as the Sinkiang-Ui- 
ghur autonomous region, site of 
China's nuclear testing opera­ 
tions.

The POWER of FAITH

Albrecht Durer, greatest of the Renaissance artists in Germany, was also one of the 
most devout painters in that period. His faith shone through his many works, and his 
illustrations of the Bible give us deep visual and spiritual insight into the O ld and the N e w 
testaments. 
M y draw ing of Durer himself is after one of his own, and the praying hands are after 
one of the many studies he did for the altarpiece of the Assumption of the Virgin. These 
hands are familiar to most Christians, and to many of other faiths as well. 
Durer w as the first of the Protestant religious painters and his strong faith withstood 
criticisms of his action in turning to Martin Luther. His zeal is best explained in a letter 
he wrote in 1520 to the chaplain to Duke Frederick of Saxony: 
“ G o d helping me, if ever I meet Dr. Martin Luther, I intend to draw a careful portrait 
of him from the life and to engrave it on copper for a lasting remembrance of a Christian 
man w ho helped me out of grec * distress.”

The National Safety Council 
says that night accident rates 
are three tim es higher than day 
rates in urban 
areas — two» 
and . a - half tim es higher 
in 
rural areas. The rate must be 
much higher for 
tourists try . 
ing to drive “ Just a few miles 
further.” 
Driving at night 
is danger­ 
ous enough for an alert driver, 
but it approaches the status of 
a suicidal act for tired tourists. 
The main reason why night driv­ 
ing 
is 
more dangerous than 
driving during the day is 
re ­ 
duced visibility of the dangers 
of unlighted, unfamiliar high­ 
ways. 
Despite the dangers, 
some 
vacationeers drive 
at night 
anyway. They may prefer to 
drive during the cool night hours 
instead of baking in the heat 
of the sun beating down on the 
pavement 
and the car roof. If 
drive 
at night you must, here 
are 
some 
survival 
sugges­ 
tions. 
Rule 
number one for safer 
after - dark driving is a simple 
one: Stay on the better roads, 
where you'll find more illumina­ 
tion, reflective highway signs 
and m arkers, and separated 
lanes to help guide you through 
the dark. 


Even the 
sim plest highway 
m arkers can be vitally help­ 
ful after dark. For example, 
the 
edge - marking found on 
the right - fiand 
side of some 
highways may be the only guide 
to the location of the road when 
you encounter the blinding glare 
from oncoming 
headlights. 
Carrying 
a flashlight 
is a 
must for after • dark driving. 
However, because batteries can 
wear down - and you may need 
the light to illuminate repair 
work if your car is stalled — 
it's a good plan to carry oth­ 


er devices to alert oncoming 
traffic 
during an emergency. 
Flares 
will do the trick, 
as 
will burning waxed 
milk 
cartons. You'll need several 
milk cartons, for they burn 
quickly. 
A roll of reflective tape car­ 
ried in your glove 
compart­ 
ment can be wrapped around 
almost any rigid object in sec­ 
onds to make 
an impromptu 
warning device. 
One last tip: Some night-owl 
motorists 
coat the inside of 
their hubcaps 
with reflective 
paint. In case of a 
flat, 
a 
couple of these can be propped 
up a 
safe distance back of the 
car to alert oncoming traffic. 
RURAL ROADS 
Night driving on rural roads 
probably is the most danger­ 
ous driving situation of all. As 
the National Safety Council says 
In a publicuth n entitled Driver 
in the Dark: “Driving down a 
country 
road 
is hazardous 
enough in daylight; but at night, 
it's like exploring 
the 
un­ 
known." 
This evaluation of rural road 
driving is significant to vaca­ 
tioners, for they often 
must 
drive on rural roads to reach 
their Shangrilas. 
The dangers diminish, per­ 
haps, if you know what they 
are. Day and night, watch for 
hidden 
farm 
driveway en­ 
trances, unprotected railroad 
crossings with obscured 
ap­ 
proaches, tall crops blocking 
vision at intersections, 
dim 
or 
nonexistent lighting 
at 
heavily used intersections 
of 
farm service roads and major 
highways, hill crests 
and un­ 
marked curves, and other dan­ 
gerous conditions that should 
be — but aren't — marked by 
road 
signs or are designated 
by confusing 
or uncommon 
signs.

“I'm a dead man,” Killam 
quoted his brother as saying. 
“I've run as far as I'm going to 
run.” 
Wanda 
Killam, 
the 
dead 
man's wife, reached Wednesday 
in 
Dallas by the Pensacola 
News-Journal, said her husband 
had been questioned several 
times about the assassination by 
federal agents. 
Killam died beside a broken 
shop window on a Pensacola 
street March 17, 1964. 
His 
throat had 
been slashed. 
Police said the death was an 
apparent suicide. The coroner 
called it accidental. 
Earl Killam, 38, a car sales­ 
man, 
has 
asked 
Escambia 
County Solicitor Carl Harper to 
exhume his brother's body to 
determine the exact cause of 
death. 
Harper said he took a state­ 
ment from Earl Killam Wednes­ 
day morning and would inves­ 
tigate immediately. He would 
not discuss his investigation ex­ 
cept to say he was seeking con­ 
crete 
evidence, “not suspi­ 
cions.” 
Harper said he planned to talk 
to New Orleans Dist. Atty. Jim 
Garrison, who is conducting an 
assassination probe. 
Wanda Killam said her hus­ 
band returned to Florida in ear­ 
ly December, 1963, saying he 
was going to look for a Job. She 
stayed in Dallas, where she had 
been 
employed 
for several 
years as hostess in a night club 
owned by Jack Ruby. 
Ruby, who died of cancer 
while in custody, was charged 
with the slaying of Lee Harvey 
Oswald, accused of killing Pres­ 
ident John F. Kennedy in Dallas 
on Nov. 22,1963.

She said her husband was 
briefly employed in Dallas as a 
house painter by a man named 
Jack Carter. Earl Killam said 
Carter once roomed in the same 
Dallas boarding house as Os­ 
wald. 


Killam said that after his 
brother returned to Florida he 
spent four months in Tampa 
and then returned to Pensacola 
March 15 to live with Ids moth­ 
er. 
Two days later, he was dead. 
Thomas Killam received a 
phone call at his mother’s home 
at 4 a an. March 17, 1964, ac­ 
cording to his mother. She said 
he dressed and left the house. 
She heard a car pull away, al­ 
though Killam did not own a 
car. 
About a half hour later, two 
street sweepers heard a crash 
on a city street. Police said they 
turned their truck around and 
saw a man staggering in front 
of a broken display window. 
Killam died before he could 
be hospitalized. Tlie police re­ 
port said that, based on the 
presence of blood four feet in­ 
side the show window, it was 
concluded “the expired jumped 
through the window and then 
crawled back to the sidewalk.”

Mail covers are made by the 
Departm ent at the

law enforcem ent agency.

departm ent 
m ust “ drop 
its

Robert M. White II of Mexico 
presented a preliminary draft 
today of a plan drawn by a spe­ 
cial committee of the 125-mem. 
ber citizens conference 
for 
the entire court system. 
The plan, known as the Mis* 
souri 
plan 
of 
nonpartisan 
courts, simply extends 
the 
original non-political 
plan of 
setting up courts for the en­ 
tire court system. 
In addition, it would do away 
with magistrate, probate and 
municipal and police courts and 
replace them with a new dis­ 
trict court system. 
There would be one district 
court in each county with divi­ 
sions if necessary in larger 
counties, or two or more coun­ 
ties if the Missouri Supreme 
Court says so. 
Appeal from the district court 
would have to be taken to one 
of four appellate courts — one 
more than at present. 
In other words, if you are 
convicted of running a stop sign 
in district court and want to ap­ 
peal the case it would have to 
be taken to one of four appel­ 
late courts, to be located in Jef­ 
ferson City, Kansas City, St. 
Louis and Springfield. 
Circuit courts would be re­ 
tained and have original juris­ 
diction except where the Su­ 
preme Court puts jurisdiction in 
the district court. 
The citizens' conference was 
held in October, 1965 with 125 
representatives 
from 
every 
county in the state. They ap­ 
pointed a 17-member steering 
group to go to work on the 
problem of overhauling Missou­ 
ri's court system. 
Now that the original plan 
has been prepared the steering 
group plans to call a meeting 
of the original conference and 
present the plan. 
If the conference agrees the 
committee will recommend the 
plan to the present legislature. 
White said he hopes they can 
do this by March 4, but he add­ 
ed this remains to be seen, be­ 
cause the 125-member confer­ 
ence group has not seen the 
original draft yet. 
When asked why they thought 
going through the legislature 
would be preferable to a refer­ 
endum of the people amending

DeSalvo was described by his 
attorney, F. Lee Bailey, as “a 
completely uncontrollable veg­ 
etable walking around in a hu­ 


man body.'* Bailey said DeSalvo 
admitted the sex slayings of 13 
women in eastern “Massachu­ 
setts between June, 1962 and 
January, 1964. 
Bridgewater is a state mental 
institution with a section for 
detention of mentally ill persons 
with criminal records. It is 
some 25 miles south of Boston. 
• State police raced to the hos­ 
pital area with bloodhounds and 
fanned out in a wide search 
through deep snow. Joining the 
hunt for the three dangerous 
escapees were hospital guards 
and local police. 


The searchers followed foot­ 
prints in the snow which led to a 
wall near a staging used in con­ 
struction under way at the hos­ 
pital . 
Police said the men apparent­ 


ly moved the staging to a lower 
section of the wall and climbed 
over the outer wall. 
Hospital Supt. Charles Gau- 
ghan said the men were on the 
second floor of a building which 
also housed elderly and sick 
patients.

Former SS Maj.Gen. Wilhelm 
Harster 62, was found guilty of 
aiding the murder of 82,854 
Jews deported to Nazi extermi­ 
nation camps while he headed 
the security police in Holland 
from 1940 to 1943. He got 15 
years but was given credit for 
nine years already served fora 
Dutch war crimes sentence and 
while awaiting trial in Munich. 
Former 
SS 
Maj. Wilhelm 
Zoepf, 58, was implicated in 54,- 
982 murders as a security po­ 
lice adviser on Jewish

fairs. He got nine years. Ger­ 
trud Slottke, 64, Zoepf*s sec­ 
retary, was convicted of help­ 
ing in 42,729 murders 
and 
was given five years. Their 
pretrial imprisonment

will be deducted. 
One of the Jews hunted under 
Harster was Anne Frank, the 
girl whose diary of her family's 
two years of hiding in an Am­ 
sterdam attic became a world­ 
wide best-seller after the war. 
The Franks were discovered 
after Harster had left Holland 
and Anne, her mother, and sis­ 
ter died in concentration camps. 
Anne's father, t>tto Frank, 
survived and was a coplaintiff 
against Zoepf.

Harster was director of the 
community financing in the up­ 
per Bavarian provincial govern­ 
ment until he retired four years 
ago.

Circuit courts would be re­ 
tained and have original juris­ 
diction except where the Su­ 
preme Court puts jurisdiction In 
the district court. 
The citizens' conference was 
held in October, 1965 with 125

county in the state. They ap­ 
pointed a 17-member steering 
group to go to work on the 
problem of overhauling Missou­ 
ri's court system . 
Now that the original plan 
has been prepared the steering 
group plans to call a meeting 
of the original conference and 
present the plan.

day where he has been a mental 
patient for more than two years. 
DeSalvo and two other mental 
patients were reported missing 
about 6:20 a.m ., when guards 
discovered their beds were oc­ 
cupied by dummies fashioned 
with blankets. The three were 
in adjacent cells. 
DeSulvo's companions in the 
sensational escape were identi­ 
fied as Fred E. Erickson, 40, 
Brockton, serving life for m ur­ 
der, and George W, Harrison, 
33, 
Westford, 
under 15-year 
sentence for arm ed robbery. 
DeSalvo was described by his 
attorney, F . Lee Bailey, as "a 
completely uncontrollable veg­ 
etable walking around in a hu­ 


man body.” Bailey said DeSalvo 
admitted the sex slatings of 13 
women in eastern “Massachu­ 
setts between June, 1962 and 
January, 1964. 
Bridgewater is a state mental 
institution with a section for 
detention of mentally ill persons 
with criminal 
records. It is 
some 25 miles south of Boston. 
• State police raced to the hos­ 
pital area with bloodhounds and 
fanned out in a wide search 
through deep snow. Joining the 
hunt for the three dangerous 
escapees were hospital guards 
and local police.

them by strangling. 


DeSalvo was sentenced to 10- 
years- plus - life in state pris­ 
on after the conviction, but was 
returned to Bridgewater pend­ 
ing an appeal of the verdict.

25 YEARS OF THE VOICE 
Just 25 years ago Friday (Feb. 24) the Voice 
of America, the radio branch of the 
U.S. 
Information Agency, went on the air. 
“The Voice of America speaks...we shall tell 
you the truth.” 
These were the words which 
opened the first program of the Voice of Ameri­ 
ca on Feb. 24, 1942. The broadcast was beamed 
to Germany, then our mortal foe. 
Voice of America broadcasts and telecasts a 
quarter of a century later go out to friend and 
foe alike. 
The Voice last year spent about $30 
million of the budget for its parent organiza­ 
tion, the U.S. Information Agency. 
Voice 
of 
America commentators speak in 38 languages 
for some 800 hours a week, including 
such 
esoteric tongues as Urdu and Tamil. 
When 
occasion demands, some 28 more languages 
can be added. 
About half the programs of the Voice 
are 
beamed to Communist nations. 
The Voice 
sends to the Soviet Union news on the hour 
and headlines on the half hour, coupled with 
musical programs - jazz is very popular among 
the Russians - from 7 o’clock until midnight 
each evening. 
The Voice also has a morning 
show to the USSR, primarily news-oriented. 
The biggest voice radio station is at Green­ 
ville, N. C. 
Others are at Dixon and Delano, 
Calif. 
The Voice also has plants in Ohio and 
Florida. 
Abroad, stations are maintained 
in 
Munich, Woofferton, England, Tangier, Greece, 
Viet Nam, and elsewhere. New plants are being 
installed in Greece, Thailand, and the Philip­ 
pines. 
Transmitters number about 100; the 
weekly audience, about 42 million. 
Television is the biggest problem, for signals 
are limited to an optimum range of 
about 
100 miles. 
So the Voice offers films to tele­ 
vision stations in foreign countries. 
What the United States spends on propaganda 
is, on a relative basis, piddling.

The 
Agency operates some 223 libraries in 
84 
countries throughout the world, with a total 
of 2,048,905 volumes. 
Much publicity of late 
has been given to disclosures that some 
of 
these books have been

and subsi­ 
dized, or, as U.S.I.A. likes to say, “developed.” 
Under a reciprocal agreement, the Soviet 
Union prints 
62,000 copies of a 
magazine, 
Soviet Life, to be distributed in the 
United 
States every month, in return for which we 
are allowed to send 62,000 copies of America 
Illustrated to Russia. 
U.S.I.A. also publishes 
the 
valuable 
magazine 
Problems of Com­ 
munism, and other magazines which are sent 
to Poland, Africa, Spanish-speaking countries',

The emphasis of all these propaganda activities 
is on balanced reporting. 
Marks says: “The 
agency has been in turmoil for years.

A U.S. postal stamp issued on Feb. 24 will 
mark the 25th anniversary of the Voice 
of 
America. 
The credibility the broadcasting 
service has been able to establish would ap­ 
pear to merit this kind of recognition.

A lcatraz prison was closed; and

Miranda decision, McChan was 
set free, because his own con­ 
fession to his own crim es had 
been used in evidence against 
him.

Some of these 
groups have 
done good work in combating 
communist labor influences and 
in spreading free trade union­ 
ism . But the 
difference

tween their work and the work 
of A rthur Goldberg with Euro­ 
pean labor during the war was 
that Goldberg’s was openly a s­ 
sociated with the OSS, a count­ 
er • intelligence organization, 
while the 
affiliation 
between 
organized labor and the CIA is

through dummy foundations. 
F urth erm o re,

is no 
competent 
com m ittee on con­

Most active is A m erica’s only 
labor leader ever to be pro­ 
filed by W illiam M anchester,

W alter Reuther, not 
George Meany.

hedgehop the world. 
In a few weeks Reuther will 
fly to the headquarter city of 
most international planning—

Much of the foreign affairs 
money is spent by the UAW In­ 
ternational F ree World L abor 
Defense Fund. It goes under­ 
ground in Spain and overground 
to help Domei, the AFL-CIO’s 
counterpart in Japan.

The Soviets' World Fed­

WASHINGTON AT MONMOUTH 
The season of GEORGE WASHINGTON’S birth­ 
day this y e a r w a s enlivened a bit by the discovery 
of a long lost painting showing the Father of 
His Country rallying the troops at Monmouth. 
It 
is 
a 
companion piece to the famous 
“ Washington Crossing the Delaware” and from 
the 
brush of the 
same artist, EMANUEL 
LEUTZE. 
It was given to the University of 
California in Berkeley back in 1882 and for half 
a century has been lying wrapped around 
a 
redwood log in the basement of a gymnasium 
for women. 
The piece is 
dirty, shows water marks at 
various places and would require spending 
thousands of dollars for restoration. The colors 
are still good, but thus far we have heard of 
no decision as to what will eventually be done 
about it. The press dispatches call it a master­ 
piece, but that is a matter of definition 
and 
opinion. It is certainly very large and associa­ 
tion with the much discussed Delaware River 
bit would give it great interest. 
The battle in question was fought near Mon­ 
mouth Court House, Monmouth County, N. J., 
on June 28, 1778. The British commander was 
Sir HENRY CLINTON 
and CHARLES LEE. a 
soldier of fortune who began his checkered 
career in Great Britain, was in immediate charge 
of American forces. 
LEE was leading 
what 
promised to become a complete rout 
when 
WASHINGTON galloped up, rallied the troops 
and gained a measure of success. 
The tradition is that General WASHINGTON 
on that occasion displayed a talent for blister­ 
ing profanity that has rarely if ever 
been 
surpassed in human history when he addressed 
LEE. Controversy developed about LEE, who had 
been a consistent and caustic critic of W ASH­ 
INGTON. 
LEE went before a court martial, 
and w as suspended for 12 months, which marked 
the end of his military career in fact. 
Many years later papers were discovered that 
appeared to prove beyond a doubt that CHAR LES 
LEE, while a prisoner of the British, 
had 
taken part in drawing up elaborate plans for 
the downfall of General WASHINGTON and the 
defeat of J.he forces of the colonies. 
Since 
that time LEE has generally been regarded as 
a traitor to the American c^use and for gQ^d 
reason. 
The Sisco very of tKe painting revives 
interest in an incident that involved the activi­ 
ties of more men ttun LEE, for WASHINGTON 
was not then regarded as a hero by all his 
fellow countrymen, to say the least of it and not 
to mention his enemies military and political.

25 YEARS OF THE VOICE 
Just 25 years ago Friday (Feb. 24) the Voice 
of America, the radio branch of the 
U.S. 
Information Agency, went on the air. 
“The Voice of America speaks...we shall tell 
you the truth.” 
These were the words which 
opened the first program of the Voice of Ameri­ 
ca on Feb. 24, 1942. The broadcast was beamed 
to Germany, then our mortal foe. 
Voice of America broadcasts and telecasts a 
quarter of a century later go out to friend and 
foe alike. 
The Voice last year spent about $30 
million of the budget for its parent organiza­ 
tion, the U.S. Information Agency. 
Voice 
of 
America commentators speak in 38 languages 
for some 800 hours a week, including 
such 
esoteric tongues as Urdu and Tamil. 
When 
occasion demands, some 28 more languages 
can be added. 
About half the programs of the Voice 
are 
beamed to Communist nations. 
The Voice 
sends to the Soviet Union news on the hour 
and headlines on the half hour, coupled with 
musical programs - jazz is very popular among 
the Russians - from 7 o’clock until midnight 
each evening. 
The Voice also has a morning 
show to the USSR, primarily news-oriented. 
The biggest voice radio station is at Green­ 
ville, N. C. 
Others are at Dixon and Delano, 
Calif. 
The Voice also has plants in Ohio and 
Florida. 
Abroad, stations are maintained 
in 
Munich, Woofferton, England, Tangier, Greece, 
Viet Nam, and elsewhere. New plants are being 
installed in Greece, Thailand, and the Philip­ 
pines. 
Transmitters number about IOO; the 
weekly audience, about 42 million. 
Television is the biggest problem, for signals 
are limited to an optimim range of 
about 
IOO m iles. 
So the Voice offers films to tele­ 
vision stations in foreign countries. 
What the United States spends on propaganda 
is, on a relative basis, piddling. 
Lester H. 
Marks, director of U.S.I.A., estimates 
that 
Russia spends “ in excess of a billion dollars” 
annually in various activities aimed abroad. 
The Voice is, of course, only a sixth of the 
overall activities of U.S.I.A., which this fiscal 
year has a budget of about $180 million. The 
Agency operates some 223 libraries in 
84 
countries throughout the world, with a total 
of 2,048,905 volumes. 
Much publicity of late 
has been given to disclosures that some 
of 
these books have been 
inspired 
and subsi­ 
dized, or, as U.S.I.A. likes to say, *•developed.” 
Under a reciprocal agreement, the Soviet 
Union prints 
62,000 copies of a 
magazine, 
Soviet Life, to be distributed in the 
United 
States every month, in return for which we 
are allowed to send 62,000 copies of America 
Illustrated to Russia. 
U.S.I.A. also publishes 
the 
valuable 
magazine 
Problems of Com­ 
munism, and other magazines which are sent 
to Poland, Africa, Spanish-speaking countries', 
'an d 
z S m H R 
The emphasis of all these propaganda activities 
is on balanced reporting. 
Marks says: “The 
agency has been in turmoil for years. 
Now 
it has settled down and is getting on 
with 
accurate reporting.” 
A U.S. postal stamp issued on Feb. 24 will 
mark the 25th anniversary of the Voice 
of 
America. 
The credibility the broadcasting 
service has been able to establish would ap­ 
pear to merit this kind of recognition.

NEW YORK (AP)—Remem­ 
ber last year, when bacon was 
$1.19 a pound? 
It is now 48 cents at a super­ 
market in Lake Oswego, Ore., 
for example, and 79 cents at a

The nation’s homemakers are 
finding larger supplies of pork, 
beef, lamb, poultry and eggs 
this winter—and at lower pric­ 
es than a year ago.

says that night accident rates 
are three times higher than day 
rates in urban 
areas ~ two- 
ulld . a • half tim es higher 
in 
rural areas. The rate must be 
much higher for 
tourists try­ 
ing to drive “ Just a few miles 
further.” 
Driving at night 
is danger­ 
ous enough for an alert driver, 
but it approaches the status of 
a suicidal act for tired tourists. 
The main reason why night driv­ 
ing 
is 
more dangerous than 
driving during the day is 
re ­ 
duced visibility of the dangers 
of unlighted, unfamiliar high­ 
ways. 
Despite the dangers, 
some 
vacationeers drive 
at night 
anyway. They may prefer to 
drive during the cool night hours 
instead of baking in the heat 
of the sun beating down on the 
lavement 
and the car roof. If 
drive 
at night you must, here 
are 
some 
survival 
sugges­ 
tions. 
Rule 
number one for safer 
after • dark driving is a simple 
one: Stay on the better roads, 
where you'll find more illumina­ 
tion, reflective highway signs 
and m arkers, and separated 
lanes to help guide you through 
the dark. 


Even the 
sim plest highway 
m arkers can be vitally help­ 
ful after dark. For example, 
the 
edge - marking found on 
the right • hand 
side of some 
highways may be the only guide 
to the location of the road when 
you encounter the blinding glare 
from oncoming 
headlights. 
Carrying 
a flashlight 
is a 
must for after • dark driving. 
However, because butteries can 
wear down — and you may need 
the light to illuminate repair 
work if your car is stalled — 
it's 
a good plan to carry oth­ 


er devices to alert oncoming 
traffic 
during an emergency. 
Flares 
will do the trick, 
as 
will burning waxed 
milk 
cartons. You'll need several 
milk cartons, for they burn 
quickly. 
A roll of reflective tape car­ 
ried in your glove 
compart­ 
ment can be wrapped around 
almost any rigid object in sec­ 
onds to make 
an impromptu 
warning device. 
Cue last tip: Some nlght-owl 
motorists 
coat the inside of 
their hubcaps 
with reflective 
paint. In case of a

couple of these can be propped 
up a 
safe distance back of the 
car to alert oncoming traffic. 
RURAL ROADS 
Night driving on rural roads 
probably is the most danger­ 
ous driving situation of all. As 
the National Safety Council says 
in a publicatU n entitled Driver 
in the Dark: “ Driving down a 
country 
road 
is hazardous 
enough in daylight; but at night, 
it's like exploring 
the 
un­ 
known.'* 
This evaluation of rural road 
driving is significant to vaca­ 
tioners, for they often 
must 
drive on rural roads to reach 
their Shangrilas. 
The dangers diminish, per­ 
haps, if you know what they 
are. Day and night, watch for 
liidden 
farm 
driveway en­ 
trances, unprotected railroad

The brutheu Earl Killam, 
sai(f the “'dead man, Thoma# 
Henry Killam, told liim he fle^ 
Dallas in December, 1963, be* 
cause he was being harassed b 
“ agents'*. Killam 
said 
his 
brother didn't specify whether 
the agents were federal, state 
or some other type. 
“ I'm a dead man,” Killam 
iuoted his brother as saying. 
“ I've run as iar as I'm going to 
run.” 
Wanda 
Killam, 
the 
dead 
man's w ife, reached Wednesday 
in 
Dallas by the Pensacola 
News-Journal, said her husband 
had been questioned several 
times about the assassination by 
federal agents. 
Killam died beside a broken 
shop window on a Pensacola 
street March 17, 1964. 
His 
throat had 
been slashed. 
Police said the death was an 
apparent suicide. The coroner 
called it accidental. 
Karl Killam, 38, a car sales­ 
man, 
has 
asked 
Escambia 
County Solicitor Carl Harper to 
exhume Ids brother's body to 
determine the exact cause of 
death. 
Harper said he took a state­ 
ment from Earl Killam Wednes­ 
day morning and would inves­ 
tigate immediately. He would 
not discuss his investigation ex­ 
cept to say he was seeking con­ 
crete 
evidence, “ not suspi­ 
cions.” 
Harper said he plaimedtotalk 
to New Orleans Dist. Atty. Jim 
Garrison, who is conducting an 
assassination probe. 
Wanda Killam said her hus­ 
band returned to Florida in ear­ 
ly December, 1963, saying he 
was going to look for a job. She 
stayed in Dallas, where she had 
been 
employed 
for several 
years as hostess in a night club 
owned by Jack Ruby. 
Ruby, who died of cancer 
wiiile in custody, was charged 
with the slaying of Lee Harvey 
Oswald, accused of killing P res­ 
ident John F. Kennedy in Dallas 
on Nov. 22,1963. 
Mrs. KHlam said she, too,fa­ 
vored an investigation of her 
husband's death and said of the 
suicide 
ruling: 
“ No, 
Hank 
wouldn't do that.” 
She said her husband was 
briefly employed in Dallas as a 
house painter by a man named 
Jack C arter. Earl Killam said 
Carter once roomed in the same 
Dallas boarding house as Os­ 
wald. 


Killam said that after his 
brother returned to Florida he 
spent four months in Tampa 
and then returned to Pensacola 
March 15 to live with his moth­ 
er. 
Two days later, he was dead. 
Thomas Killam received a 
phone call at his mother's home 
at 4 a jn . March 17, 1964, ac­ 
cording to his mother. She said 
he dressed and left the house. 
She heard a car pull away, al­ 
though Killam did not own a 
car. 
About a half hour later, two 
street sweepers heard a crash 
on a city street. Police said they 
turned their truck around and 
saw a man staggering in front 
of a broken display window. 
Killam died before he could 
be hospitalized. The police re­ 
port said that, based on the 
presence of blood four feet in­ 
side the show window, it was 
concluded “ the expired jumped 
through the window and then 
crawled back to the sidewalk.”

Hie National Safety Council 
says that night accident rates 
are three tim es higher than day 
rates in urban 
areas - two- 
and - a • half tim es higher 
in 
rural areas. Tile rate must be 
much higher for 
tourists try­ 
ing to drive “ Just a few m iles 
further.” 
Driving at night 
is danger­ 
ous enough for an alert driver, 
but it approaches the status of 
a suicidal act for tired tourists. 
The main reason why night driv­ 
ing 
is 
more dangerous than 
driving during the day is 
re­ 
duced visibility of the dangers 
of unlighted, unfamiliar high­ 
ways. 
Despite the dangers, 
some 
vacationeers drive 
at night 
anyway. 
They may prefer to 
drive during the cool night hours 
instead of baking in the heat 
of the sun beating down on the 
pavement 
and the car rouf. If 
drive 
at night you must, here 
are 
some 
survival 
sugges­ 
tions. 
Rule 
number one for safer 
after - dark driving is a simple 
one: Stay on the better roads, 
where you'll find more illumina­ 
tion, reflective highway signs 
and m arkers, and separated 
lanes to help guide you through 
the dark. 


Even the 
sim plest highway 
markers can be vitally help­ 
ful after dark. For example, 
the 
edge - marking found on 
the right - hand 
side of some 
highways may be the only guide 
to the location of the road when 
you encounter the Winding glare 
from oncoming 
headlights. 
Carrying 
a flasiilight 
is a 
must for after - dark driving. 
However, because batteries can 
wear down - and you may need 
the light to illuminate repair 
work if your car is stalled — 
it's 
a good plan to carry oth­ 


er devices to alert oncoming ' 
traffic 
during an em ergency. 
H ares 
will do the trick, 
as 
will burning waxed 
milk 
cartons. You'll need several 
milk cartons, for they burn 
quickly. 
A roll of reflective tape car­ 
ried in your glove 
compart­ 
ment can be wrapped around 
almost any rigid object in se c­ 
onds to make 
an impromptu 
warning device. 
One last tip: Some night-owl 
motorists 
coat the inside of 
their hubcaps 
with reflective 
paint. In case of a 
flat, 
a 
couple of these can be propped 
up a 
safe distance back of the 
car to alert oncoming traffic. 
RURAL ROADS 
Night driving on rural roads 
probably is the most danger­ 
ous driving situation of all. As 
the National Safety Council says 
in a publicatU n entitled Driver 
in the Dark: “ Driving down a 
country 
road 
is hazardous 
enough in daylight; but at night, 
it's like exploring 
the 
un­ 
known.” 
This evaluation of rural road 
driving is significant to vaca­ 
tioners, for they often 
must 
drive on rural roads to reach 
their Slangrilas. 
The dangers diminish, per­ 
haps, if you know what they 
are. Day and night, watch for 
hidden 
farm 
driveway en­ 
trances, unprotected railroad 
crossings with obscured 
ap­ 
proaches, tall crops blocking 
vision at intersections, 
dim 
or 
nonexistent lighting 
at 
heavily used intersections 
of 
farm service roads and major 
highways, hill crests 
and un­ 
marked curves, and other dan­ 
gerous conditions that should 
be — but aren't — marked by 
road 
signs or are designated 
by confusing 
or uncommon 
signs.

man's w ife, reached Wednesday 
in 
Dallas by the Pensacola 
News-Journal, said her husband 
had been questioned several 
tim es about the assassination by 
federal agents. 
killain died beside a broken 
shop window on a Pensacola 
street Mr.rch 17, 1964. 
His 
throat had 
been slashed. 
Police said the death was an 
apparent suicide. The coroner 
called it accidental. 
Earl Killam, 38, a car sa les­ 
man, 
lias 
asked 
Escambia 
County Solicitor Carl Harper to 
exhume Ids brother's body to 
determine the exact cause of 
death. 
Harper said he took a state­ 
ment from Earl Killam Wednes­ 
day morning and would inves­ 
tigate im mediately. He would 
not discuss his investigation ex­ 
cept to say he was seeking con­ 
crete 
evidence, “ not suspi­ 
cions.'' 
Harper said he p laited to talk 
to New Orleans D ist. Atty. Jim 
Garrison, who is conducting an 
assassination probe.
